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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is the first Office action on the merits of Application No. 1 0/092,800, filed Mar 8, 
2002. This action is responsive to the Election received Aug 20, 2002. Claims 1-24 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Claims 7-12, 14-17, and 19-24 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in Paper No. 4. 

3. Applicant's election with traverse of species I — according to applicant's grouping of 
species — in Paper No. 4 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that a thorough 
search for the subject matter of any one of the species would encompass a search for the subject 
matter of the remaining species. This is not found persuasive because assuming, arguendo, that 
applicant is correct in the assessment that the searches for the species overlap each other, the 
examiner cannot examine the ten species in this application without serious burden. In addition, 
applicant has not stated on the record that the species are not patentably distinct from each other. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
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international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hattori et al. 
('221). See claims 2 and 3 in Hattori et al. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claim 2 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. -------- 

7. Claims 3-6 and 18 are allowed. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Manaka ('928) discloses an exhaust-gas purification system for an internal 
combustion engine that drives a CVT. Sun et al. ( s 546) and Kolmanovsky et al. ('944) disclose 
control for taking into account the purge cycle of a lean NO x trap when determining the setpoint 
of the engine.
